Route trial and the well known mail con- 


tractor, committed suicide at their home in

Kawsas Ciry, February 16.—Early yester- 
day morning Mrs. . M. Vaile, the 
wife of the present defendant in 
the Star Route trial, and _ living 
at Independence, died under circumstances 
that, while they were suppressed and kept 
from publicity as long as possible by the rel- 
atives of the deceased, now clearly indicate 
that she cemmitted suicide. Unusual interest 
will attach to the case from _ the 
fact that the suicide is one of the outgrowths 
spithe famous trial. The Vailes occupied 
the finest house at Independence and were 
considered in remarkably happy circum- 
stances until the developments that culmi- 
nated in Vaile’s being made a party to the 
Government prosecution. His wife, who 
was considerably past the middle age, felt 
the disgrace keenly, and ever since 
the first trial has been greatly de- 
ressed in spirit. Several times she 
as thrown out hints in her conversation 
that now have a. peculiar significance, al- 
though nothing was particularly thougnt of 
them at the time. Since Mr. Vaile 
has been summoned to Washington tor 
the present trial she has been more than usu- 
ally despondent, and for the past week was 
suffering with a severe attack of jaundice. 
This probably had a good deal to do 
with her dejected condition. On 
Wednesday evening she appeared to be 
in better spirits, and, calling in a servant 
ag who bad been’ attending her 
n her sickness, she gave her 
a valuable’ ring. Later in the day 
she took a bath and remarked to a friend, 
who happened to be at the house, “It’s 
strange, isn't it, that, no matter how clean 
one is, they always wash them again after 
they are dead.” Early the following morning 
her heavy breathing attracted attention, and 
she Was found to be in an unconscious con- 
dition, There was a box by her bedside 
labeled “Morphine,” and it had been 
filled with one-eighth of a grain pills. 
It was empty and she must have taken about 
s1X grains of the narcotic. <A physician was 
atonce sent for, but he arrived too late 
todo any good, andashort time after she 
died without Tegaining consciousness. An 
active effort was made by the friends to 
suppress any particulars that would point 
to suicide, and the coroner was in fact not no- 
tified until last evening, when it became ap- 
arent ‘lat the{secret could no longer bejheld. 
n one of the drawers of a 
bureau in the bed-room a _ letter 
was found addressed to Mr. Vaile. 
It was sealed and noone has thus tar taken 
the liberty of opening it, although the con- 
tents would doubtless throw light upon the 
tragic affair. Mr. Vaile was telegraphed to 
at Washington, and is expected to arrive 
to-molrrow morning, when arrangements 
for the funeral will be made. The 
deceased had quite a wide acquaintance in 
the city and was generaliy esteemed. Her 
death will be a shocking surprise here.

At noon to-day the January Grand Jury, 
one of the most active that has ever occupied 
the inquisition quarters at the Four Courts, 
returned into the Crimnal Court and made 
final report of the work accomplished since 
the first of the present year. A  speciai re- 
port, the result of searching inquiry and 
much Jabor was made in the early part of the 
te on the dram-s:.p license question. 


This was published atthetime. The Janu- 


ary grand jury, which was discharged from 
further service to-day, was composed of the 
following gentlemen: Henry M. Blossom, 
foreman, Byron Newell, John E. Rankin, 
Theodore G. Meyer, Frank O. Sawyer, 
Osear L. Whitelaw, Wm. C. Lange, 
Wm. C, Wilson, John S. Cavender, 
Charles R. Lewis, John F. Brooks and Jo- 
seph Franklin. The following is the report 
to-day submitted to Judge Van Waggoner: 

To the Hon. Garrett S. Van Wagoner, Judge 

of the St. Louis Criminal! Court: 

Srk—The Grand Jury, having fully eom- 
vleted the docket and made the investigations 
indicated in your instructions, beg ieave to 
submit their final report and ask to be dis- 
charged. 

THE DRAMSHOPS. 

In a previous special report we referred to 
this matter at length, giving the results of 
testimony furnished by persons, official and 
unofficial, whose connection with this sub- 
ject enables them to speak from the most in- 
timate practical experience therewith. As, 
under the law governing grand jury investi- 
gations. there could be no disclosure of the 
personality of the witnesses nor of the de- 
talls of their testimony, they felt free to 
speak openly and without reserve. There 
was thus afforded an opportunity that could 
be gained in no other way to learn the whole 
unbiased truth. We desire to repeat that the 
substance of our special report on this sub- 
ect Was not intended to be considered the 
ndividual or collective opinion merely of 
this grand jury. As already stated, it was 
the summing up of comprehensive and con- 
current testimony by competent witnesses, 

The facts thus presented in the form of a 
report cannot, therefore, be dismissed with 
a flippant remark that “the Grand Jury did 
not know what they were talking about.’ 
The report was drawn mildly with the pur- 
pose of avoiding what: might to any seem 
sensational. ‘The truth concerning the ex- 
cesses of the dramshops as now constituted ; 
their deplorable etfect upon masses of the 
population; their contribution to the vol- 
ume of crime and pauperism, directly and 
indirectly nine-tenths of the whole; and the 
consequent enormous burden upon all indus- 
tries, is very much broader and more start- 
ling than was indicated in that report. In- 
deed upon this subject, with the facts before 
us, Wesay deliberately that it is almost im- 

ossible to use the language of exaggeration. 

Ve are therefore much surprised to learn

Jor this city if it could be entoreed. ‘Lhis 
question is one of simple justice to the im- 
mense preponderance of numbers and 
business Vaiues ln the city they were chesen 
to represent. It is not a question of prohibi- 
tion. Forthe main purposes in view it is 
nofeven one of temperance It is a vital 
question of the reduction of crime by a bet- 
ter reguiation of the saloons, involving the 
closing of many of the worst of théfianda 
much increased revenue trom those of a bet- 
ter class that will remain. 

What is termed ‘high license’ takes from 
no man any nativeor acquired right. Itdoes 
not attempt to legislate out of existence any 
known business, engagement or privilege, 
legitimate or illegitimate. Lt simply demands 
from a traffic that has no recognized eounter- 
part some more reasonable pecuniary return 
for the enormous drain that traffic makes up- 
on the public purs: It does not attempt, by 
any means, to balaice the account, Inasmuch 
as any grade of ‘license that made the 
dramshops pay back for all their definiteiy 
ascertained prejudice to social order and 

eneral prosperity would require a much 
wavier tax upon them than. within 
our knowledge, has ever been proposed. 
There cannot be a thoughtful, well-informed 
man in this community who does not see in 
the hght thrown upon the subject the busi- 
ness necessity of imposing stricter condi- 
tions upon a tratftic whose return to the body 
politic for a permitted existence is an appall- 
ing aggregate of “contentions, woes and 
sorrows,’ of direct taxation and related loss 
and injury. From some source this city, as 
all agree, must speedily have alarger in- 
come. There is nothing else so abundantly 
able to yield that révenue, and nothing that, 
in justice to ali persons and Classes, so obvi- 
ously ought to yield it,as the saloon interest. 
We are confident that any fair and full in- 
vestigation of actual facts will in every way 
confirm these conclusions, and we are reluc- 
tant to belicve that the representatives of 
this city in the Legislature are finelly com- 
mitted to such regard for a comparatively 
insignificant number . of saloon-Keepers 
that they Will consenting!ly ignore the vari- 
ous advantages to the city at large which 
would come from a much higher dramshop 
license. 
THE CITY INSTITUTIONS, 

We visited and examined the Jail, Work- 

ouse, House of Refuge, Insane Asylum, 

oor-house, Female flospital and City LHos- 
pital. In ail of them we found courteous 
and, we believe, vigilant and faithful offi- 
eers. Every facility for the most thorough 
dovestigation was freely given us. 

In the Jail andthe Work:house we found 
as much neatness as is reasonably attainable 
under the circumstances. The food fur- 
nished to the prisoners is sufficint in quan- 
tity and of general good quality. Complaints 
are common of course, but they are without 
substantial foundation. 

On the whole subject of minor offenses we 
believe, in common with many others, that 
there is already a necessity, which every 
succeeding year will more sharply empha- 
size, for a different treatment of offenders 
than that now in vogue. . The practical 
common sense of urban communities is 

rushing aside a good many sen- 
Hmentat cobwebs that obseure an 
easy solution of the problem. Whether 
for the “drunks,” the brawlers, the disturb- 
ers of thé peace and the witfe-beaters there 
pught to be a speedy return to the old-fash- 
loned whipping-post, or its like, may bea 
question, but the idea that the present meth- 
od of dealing with this class of offenders is 
In any considerable degree punitory, or in 
any degree at all reformitory, isa transparent 
delusion. After one term in the Work-house 
the criminal finds a second term about as 
much a pienic asa punishment.

The Poor-house now contains 371 paupers 
and 588 insane persons denominated “incura- 
bles.” ‘The number exceeds any proper 
provision for them,with the present capacity 
and appointments of the buildings, and the 
Superintendent has merely tod) the best he 
can. On the day we were there the lack of 
water pressure in the Compton Hill Reservoir 
had left the Poor-house without any water 
Supply whatever from the city mains. The 
general effect of such adeprivation in such a 
place can be imagined, and instinctive sug- 
Sestions of the horrifying possibilities of 
peril to the inmates under such a deprivation 
chill the blood in any one who realizes what 
the circumstances might import. Facts like 
this add ampnens to the argument against 
the waste of water now so common, and for 
a more adequate supply. 

fhe management of the House of Refuge 
by Superintendent Shaffer, and of the Insane 
Asylum by Dr. Howard and his assistants 
Can only be mentioned in terms of strong 
commendation. The general system and 
order, the careful attention to 
everywhere apparent. and the abundant 
evidence of executive ability faithfully ap- 
plied, were very gratifying. Nobody who has 
ever found it within his duty or his privilege 
to examine into the working of these institu- 
tions can fail to see that the city is Tortuntte 
in having in its service such oftieials. “They 
confer upon it both advantage and honor. 

Not less valuable are the recognized ability 
and fidelity of Dr, Dean, physician in charge 
of the City Hespital. To his skill asa phy- 
sician and firmness as an executive officer le 
adds a most conscientious guardianship of 
the city’s interest ina position where un- 
skillfuipess or vaciilation would entail upon 
the city a heavy expense. We recommend 
foran officer of such proved capacity and 
sincerity an enlargement of discretionary 
power as to the employment of assistants in 
all departments of the hospital. 

The Female Hospital is poorly adapted to 
its uses, among other deficiencies a proper 
ventilation being unattainable. It has at the 
present time 227 inmates. As much is done 


for their comfort*and recovery as is possible 
under the circumstances. 
THE HEALTH OFFICER. 

We deem it equally just and suitable to 
refer in this connection to the faithful and 
efficient work of Mr. Francis, whose oftice re- 
quires courage, firinness and impartiality in 
anexcevtional degree, The Health Officer's 
responsibilities are so varied and_ so little 
localized in any one place or institution that 
his valuable services fai! to gain the 
recognition, and not infrequently the credit, 
they deserve. In how many ways the char-

acteristic energy and personal devotion to 
his duties shown by Mr. Francis 
guarded an exposed population from donger, 
and promoted itsadvantage, only those ful- 
lv reatize who have given ' much 
thought and attention to this subject. 
CONTRACTS FOR SUPPLIES.

We have sinee learned 
that eighty or more barrels were re“alled by 
the manufacturers and a better qualitv sub- 
stituted—a fact that does little credit to the 
judgment and conscientiousness employed in 
the original “‘official’”’ "e ree-

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inspection. We 
ommend that in future the official inspectors 
use sufficient carelulness to prevent a recur- 
renee of this indefensible embarrassment 
and loss to the city institutions. The other 
supplies examined by us appeared to be of 
good quality throughout. 

In this connection we deem it only just to 
add that Mr. Garesche has formulated avery 
admirable and exact method to be followed 
in the purchase and delivery of the city’s 
supplies, and exhibits commendable intelli- 
gence and aceuracy in ail the details 
of his office. Municipal administra- 
tion is genera'ly credited with 
being, in matters of this nature, ineonse- 
quent and wasteful; but quite the reverse of 
this is true in the case of the St. Louis Com- 
miissioner of Supplies. 

THE CITY ACCOUNTS, 

We had before us the principal records of 
the Comptroller’s office necessary to an un- 
derstanding of the system by which the city 
revenue is collected, accounted for and dis- 
bursed. Mr. Adreon’s explanations were 
lucid and gratifying, showing a quick and 
verfect personal comprehension of all the 
details of his office. To the excellent pro- 
vision of the Scheme and Charter relating to 
eollection of the revenue, the Comptroller 
has added several original features that are 
equally admirable. Theresult is a definite 
working plan, harmonious in all its parts, 
supplementing the individual caprice of the 
ditferent departments and general ineoher- 
ency of other days. Mr. Adreon’s planis 
entirely inclusive without beingin any way 
involved or intrieate. The balanees by 
which one department isa check upon an- 
other related thereto are finely 
adjusted and easily comprehended. 
‘The  elerks and accountants know 
themselves to be possibly subject to an ex- 
amination at any unexpected moment, and 
that their records and youchers must be at 
all times andinall respects “‘in line.” Ap- 
parently no considerable defaleation can oc- 
cur without collusion between a number of 
officials and their suberdinates§ It is ob- 
yious too, that Mr. Adreon’s methods have 
not only simplified, but have amplified the 
collection of the revenne. We regard the 
St. Louis Comptroller as both a model ofii- 
eer and the author of a model system of 
municipal bookkeeping. 

THE CIRCUIT ATTORNEY. 

Through a well-known and respected citi- 
zen, himseif a prominent attorney, Mr. Har- 
ris sent anearnest request that this Grand 
Jury would investigate his action in the 
Slay back-Ceckeriil matter, referred to in the 
complaint to Goy. Crittenden of Messrs. 
Bond and C, E. Slayback, here appended as 
follows: 

“The past conduet of Cireuit Attorney 
Ilarris, and his clerk, Marshall F. MeDonald,

There was a brief but ani- 
mated debate, and then the vote was taken 
with the following result: Against the reso- 
lution, Hornsby, Jones, Brady, Wray, Cur- 
tiss and MeGinness, six in all. For the reso- 
lution, Ryan, Carroll, Waiton, Brooks and 
Bentley. Mr. Hall,who all along was claimed 
as ananti-Kenatman, and who was in fact 
their candidate for chairman, left the room 
a few minutes before the vote was taken, 
and failed to return.

STATE REFORM SCHOOL. | 

Hon. Marvin H. Bovee, of Wisconsin, ar- 
rived in the city some ten days ago in re- 
sponse to an invitation of Gov, Crittenden, 
and delivered his first address on reforma- 
tory institutions last Thursday, 
Gov. Crittenden presiding. By in- 
yitation of the Governor and members of 
the Legislature Mr. Bovee delivered his sec- 
ond address this evening, the subject of bis 
lecture being ““The Better Plan; or, What 
Should be Done with theCriminal?’ Mr, 
Bovee opened his address by declaring that 
it was the tirst and higheet duty of society 
to protectfitself. Second, that society was 
never so well protected as when its criminals 
were retormed; that ali would agree to this 
proposition provided the criminal could be re- 
formed. Third, that society had not the right 
to send any one of its criminals to any place 
to make im morally worse, or, having made 
him worse, had no right to restore him at 


all, 
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The speaker believed that the great body 


of mankind were honest, upright and vir- 
tuous, rejecting the idea that men were nat- 
urally depraved. In support of this posi- 
tion, he showed by _ statistics that 
not more than one of every 
thousand was sent to penal institutions, that 
the great problem to solve was how to bring 
a into proper relations with so- 
ciety. 

The speaker took the ground that reforma- 
tion should be the underlying principle of all 
enal institutions; that eur prisons should 

e called State reformatories, and 
their character made what the 
name would imply—that time- 
enalties, determinate sentences, should 
ve abolished, and all violations of law should 
be sent to the State Reformatory and re- 
tained until they were morally improved, no 
matter what the crime or how long it took to 
secure reformation; the pardoning powef to 
be placed inaboard of supreme arbiters, 
who should live at or near the institution, 
thus enabling them to determine when the 
inmates might be safely restored to liberty. 
The speaker’s most earnest appeal was 
for the children of our country; 
for those who in youth were nurtured 
in vice or who had incidentally fallen -into 
crime. Mr. Bovee advocated at some length 
the necessity of a State Industria! School for 
the young criminal—an institution where 
those between the ages of ten and eighteen 
might be sent for education, trade and em- 
ployment, whereby they might be made use- 
ful citizens. In those States which, for 
many years, had established these schools, 
it was found that there was a de- 
crease in the number of the inmates 
of the penitentiaries; that while the youn 
criminals were reformed the old ones die 
out. [he speaker said that no ciyibized govern- 
ment should ever permit vengeance to enter 
into the comp sition of its laws; that 
while protecting society it must deal with the 
criminal firmly but kindly; that whatever 
was good in the criminal man must be en- 
couraged and brought out that thereby he 
might be saved to his family and the State, 
if possible. ' 

Mr. Bovee’s two addresses have received 
the closest possible attention and have been 
much discussed by all who heard him. 

The Committee on Benevolent and Scien- 
tific Institutions have reported a bill for a re- 
forin school for juvenile criminais, and there 
is every prospect of its becoming a law. 

PROHIBITION AND LICENSE. 

It seems to be the general impression that 
the discussion of the Prohibition resolution 
will be delayed until! late in the session.. 
A bitter discussion of several days’ duration 
is sure to attend the discussion of the meas- 
ure. ‘To precipitate it at this time with leg- 
islation in such a backward state would be 
the height of folly, so members on either side 
of the question admit, and if Stapleton 
should, as he has indicated. he 
would within a few days of- 
fer a resolution calling upon the 
Committee on Constitutional Amendments 
to report at once, it would be defeated. ‘The 
House bill on dramshops has not been per- 
fected as yet, but the St. Louis bill as 
brought up here by Cupples et al., has been 
seriously amended. James O. Broadhead is 
here urging high license, and held a seance 
with the Committee on Criminal Jurispru- 
dence this afternoon.

THE INDIAN POET. 


John Ridge, the Studeut, Writer and 
Avenger of His Fatber’s Death. 
From the Shasta Courier. 

There are on the Comstock many men who 
were well acquainted with John. R. Ridge, 
who was a really remarkable man. He was 4 
man who could sit upon a point of rocks in 
the high Sierras for hours gazing down upon 
the valleys, the huge pines and tumbling can- 
yons, drinking in and enjoying the beauties of 
nature, so absorbed in thouxht as to hardly 
move hand or foot; vet arouse the Indian in 
him and he was a man of steel and without a 
thought of anything humane or poetical until 
his vengeance was satiated. It was two dif- 
ferrent souls within one body. His Indian 
name was “Yellow Bird.” 

John R. Ridgé was the eldest son of Ma- 
jor Ridge, Chief of the Cherokee Nation, 
who was murdered in his house by a deputa- 
tion of the rival Ross party, and Jionn Ross 
in consequence became chief. The little 
John was coneealed in the weeds, saw his 
father stabbed and shot to death and swore 
vengeance on the murderers. When he be- 
came aman he armed himself and went on a 
stil! hunt on the warpath and followed on 
the trail until he had slain thirty-two of 
them. At Jength the mysterious death of 
ene of their number, in 1849, aroused the 
vengeance of the Ross men, who, suspecting 
the author of their calamities, pursued 
Ridge several hundred miles over the plains, 
but being well mounted and in company 
with the celebrated Charley MacIntosh he 
made his way in safety to California. 

Some time in 1559 Mr. Ridge was editor of 
the Marysville Democrat, and one night re- 
ceived a dispatch from Weaverville, stating 
that a party of Cherokee tndians trom Chero- 
kee Bar were on a spreein town, and one of 
them was boasting that he had hada hand 
in the derth of Major Kidge and had stabbed 
him fiv. times. That same hour the avenger 
was on his trail. Without mentioning his pur- 
ose to any one in the printing ofiice, Ridge 
sired a horse at the livery stable and started 
for Weaverville, over two bandred tiles, 
but somehow the enemy got telegrapnie in- 
telligence of his coming, and on hits arrival 
not a Cherokee could be found on Prinity 
Liver. Mr. Ridge died afew years ago In 
Grass -Valicy, universally lamented and 
leaving to the world the most page) ome 
ever written in California—that on vunt

‘A Young Girl’s Body Found in a Starch 
Ox. : 
From the New York Morning Journal. 
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Considerable excitement and horror have 
lately been caused in London, England, by 
the discovery of the remains of a young girl 
doubled up in a starch box. ‘The details 
somewhat resemble and recall to mind the 
celebrated case that oecurred inthis city 
some years ago, When the notorious and in- 
famous Dr. Rosenzweig was convicted of 
sepding the remains of one of his victims 
away from his residence by express doubled 
upinatrunk. ‘The facts of the case are as 
foliows: 

It appears that onthe 11th of December

dinary way, but no charge for its carriage 
was paid, The label on which the address 
Was Written, a fac-simile of whichis given 
above, had formed originally part of the 
cover of an address-book of Messrs. Hoare 
& Co., brewers. Such books they are in the 
habit of issuing to their customers to jot 
down their daily takings. The gilt letters 
on the one side of this, being ina good state 
of preservation, point, it is thought, to the 
fact that it must have been issued at a 
comparatively recent date, but on this point 
nothing definite can beasce rtained, as the 
firm mentioned are in the habit of issuing 
thousands of such books in the course of a 
year. The box itself was a starch box that 
bore the brand of the manufacturers, Messrs. 
Berger & Co., of Bromley-by-Bow, .on one 
end, together with the number 11,911. It 
was eighteen inches long, ten inches wide 
and tweive anda half inches deep, and Jjiad 
a Wrapper around it and was tied with rOpe. 
It was taken by the carriers in their usual 
way to the:r head office in Gosweil road and 
from there sent to the address given, but no 
such person as Miss Green could be feund. 
It Was taken back to the Carter, Patterson 
& Co, office and further inquiries were insti- 
tuted to find outeither the party who sent the 
box or the one towhom it was addressed, but 
withoutsuecess. Aftera day or twoit was no- 
ticed that an offensive odor} e: vaded the office 
and on tuvestigation it was found to come 
from this particular box, Whereupon it was 
removed to the station house, where it was 
again opened. The body was found foreed 
into thee box, doubled upon. itself twice 
and formed a compressed letter S. It was 
that ofa female, short of stature, being 
only four feet in Jength, much emaciated 
and weighing but twenty-four pounds. The 
complexion was fair, the hair light brown, 
eyes hazel brown, a very good set of teeth, 
very large and regular. One tooth had been 
removed on either side of both the upper and 
lower law, evidently by a professional man, 
to make room, the jaws being overcrowded. 
She had ail her teeth but one of the wisdom 
teeth. .‘The ears are not pierced. ‘The body 
had.a chemise on. The lungs were found 
healthy. the heart and liver naturrl. The 
biood was poor and watery. There was no 
trace of fatabout the body. No sufticient 
cause Of death was found,but,although there 
is nothing pointing to the cause of death, it 
might have been brought about by poisuning 
by a very slow process, ° | . 

Lhe police offer a reward of £5 to the. man 
who carried the box to the Cambridge road 
office if he will come forward. It is believed 
by the police that-he was a porter innocently 
hired for the oecasion. 

‘Lhe number 11,911 on the box was thought 
to be an important clew to the mystery, but 
on reference to Messrs. Berner, it appears 
that they number all their cases, commenc- 
ing each year at No. 1, and so on in consecu- 
tive numbers. Therefore it would be difficult 
to tell whether the box in question was sent 
out in 1551 or 1882. The theory is that it was 
not purchased as an “empty,’”’ as no oilman 
or grocer would open it by taking out an end, 
and it is therefore supposed that the box was 
bought by a consumer full of starch, opened 
by him or her in the way described, and 
came ready to hand when a box of some kind 
was needed to contain the body. 

‘The police have circulated an information 
minutely describing the teeth; which are 
ehietly relied upon as a means of identifiea- 
tion. A east of the mouth is also to be 
taken. The age of the girl is uncertain, but 
from the appearance of the mouth, which 
Or. Yarrow describes as ‘“‘characteristic,’’ 
and from the presence ot the wisdom teeth, 
itis thought that the girl was at least six- 
teen years of age. ‘The rest of the body, 
from the thinness of the skull, state of the 
bones and other conditions, points to an age 
of vn ne, or not exeeeding twelve years. The 
hairisof a particularly fine and silky de- 
scription, and appears to have been well 
eared for. ‘This is looked upon as another 
possible means of identification.
